greater  strength,  the  number  of  new  pledges  and 
initiates  across  the  nation  does  not  greatly  increase 
from  year  to  year  As  you  see  in  the  year-end  report, 
undergraduate  membership  fees  accounted  for 
$283,000  of  the  Fraternity's  1 976  revenue  The 
Living  Endowment  Program  supplements  member- 
ship fee  revenues  and  makes  possible  that  vital 
extra  degree  of  chapter  support,  work  with  alumni, 
fraternity  expansion,  annual  leade

Bureau  measures  quality  by    importance,  promi- 
nence, and  rush  rivalry."  and  responses  are  made  by 
other  fraternity  and  sorority  chapter  presidents 
The  74%  ranking  for  this  year  is  an  increase  over 
1975  (72  2%).  and  places  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  third 
among  all  national  fraternities  This  is  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  the  national  ranking  has  increased 
This  is  one  indicator  of  your  dollars  at  work  to 
improve  our  chapters  nationwide  and  to  verify  your 
pride  and  confidence  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 

The  fraternity  has  made  real  progress  through  the 
Living  Endowment  program,  but  there  is  still  a  great 
deal  of  support  yet  to  be  sought  This  is  where  we 
hope  you  will  come  in  during  this  school  year  Please
